deal of water, tout, I tblnlc it will all 
awar witli no damage to Padu- 
Tbe river today Is St.t Ud only 
rose 0.1 of an Inch last night. The 
danKi-r lino is in foot, and I hardly 
think it will go to that. While the 
present stage of the river Is hurting 
businesB. tbe senaatlonal reports cir- 
culated are the worst injury, and we 
river men are endeavoring to offset 
them with a true statement of condl- 
tlOHH. Today's report.-) aro not din- 
coiiraglng and in .a few days conUI- 
tioiis will 1)0 much Improved." 

The river at Its highest, last 
year, was 40 feet. This was on April 
6 so the present stage Is not extraor- 
dinary. Reports from Loaisville are 
hotter today, and Bvansvllle seems 
more frightened 4han "nurt. In 1884 
tbe river reacted the 47 foot sta^e 
tbere and on this rise It is thnnrtit 
It will not go over i2 f.Ht. I'lii' rino 

Is continuing, but la so slow that 
river authorities are opttmistio now. 
Coramentins on the Ohio catting 
through a new channel at RTansrllle 
the Journal-Newa o( yesterday says: 

A greater part of the current of 
the Oliio was on Wednesday divert- 
ed into the old slough which crosses 
the "neck" from a point opposite the 
Illinois Central Incline on the Id- 
atana side about five miles above 
thla city and comes out near Hender- 
son, Ry., and there Is now grave dan- 
Rer of the river cutting a permanent 
channel through the neck at this 
point and leaving Iransvilto an In- 
land ctty. 

Tbe point which tiie river is now 
threatening is at almost exactly the 
■ame plao> where so much trouble 
wa.'i experienced a few years ago 
when it looked as though the river 
would undoubtedly eat through aad 
leave Bvansville. 

Eiarly risers In Paducah were 
greeted with a breath of hot air this 
morning, as if from a nearby oun- 
flagratlon or cytilone. The air was al- 
most stifling and quite oppressive. 
At 5 o'clock there was a calm and 
heavy clouds dropped near- Iho earth. 
In the wesi they wero thicali nln^.n.-. 
they were blown towards tne city by 
a strong west wind. 

At 7: SO o'cloek a rain hegan to 
fan. It continued InternUttently 
throughout tbe day. Bngineera on 
the railroads report that the condl- 
tloit was woi'si rli:iii n fo;^, and they 
had to run wlUi every faculty alert 
to washouts and other daagers thla 
morning. 

l«at night rain fell most of tbe 

ntght In great volnmes. In the low- 
lands about t'adiicah creeks that are 
not liiicd with back water from tbe 
Ohio are raging. 

No waAouts were reported this 
morning, aU trains coiotng In about 
oq time. The traek Is rather nn- 
ateady in places, especially on the 
Cairo extension, where tbe road la 
comparatively new. 

Light Kuintall. 

In Paducah the rainfall was 
•light during tbe laat 94 hours, only 
S6 inches.

Putter agalASt Charles E, Bell in 
favor of the latter today and Inatruct-

Mr. BeH waa elaMed mairketmaster 
by the general council last December 
under an ordinance, and A. Bnndes- 
man was electoj sower inspector. Tiie 
l)oard of public works Insisted these 
officers and the wharfmaster are mere 
ly employes of lihe boar dof 9ub1i<' 
worka and not cUy officials. Oonse 
qoently, after Messrs. Bell and Bun- 
desman had quailtfled, the board of 
pill lie works |(roci;e<iod to appoint J. 
K. I'ulter niarketmaster and A. 
Pranke sewer Inspector. The board's 
marketmaater secured the keys from 
Frank 6mediley, rettrlng marketmas- 
ter, and Inatltuted injunction proceed- 
ings to restrain iMr. BeM from acting. 
Since then 'i^iih men luive t>€en on 
duty at the market house, while the 
board of public works has been ig- 
noring Mr. Bundeaman and keeping 
Mr. ITraake bnay looking after 4ta 
ord<»r3. 

In the inarkcfmaster case, 
board of public works secured- 
opinion, which it submitted to 
cenerat ooubcil. OKy SiHieltor Otmp- 
bell believe the general council had 
the right to appoint the marketmaa- 
ter and sewor inspoctor, Hendrlck, 
.MliUn- & Marble repre-cntod Col. Pot- 
ter and Flournoy ft Reed Mir. B«ill. 
Before th« auk was filed both con- 
testants said they would Aght tha 
case to the court of appeala. 

Two severe- Jolts have been sue- 
talned by Vhe board of public works 
which is engaged in litigation with 
Broadway merohante over the awing- 
ni: sign edict, nnd Indirectly with 
I lie general council over the right te 
ajipoint wharfmaster, niarkiotmMter 
and sewer inspector. 

Tssterday Judge Crosa la the po- 
lice court practically sustained the 

contention to prevent the boa'tvl 
III' public work.-- from oi'ii'Tiiii; 
down their sign for an electric one, 
and now the city aolioltor ba« been 
requested to drav up an ordinance, 
defining the kind of signs to he n&od 
on the streets of Paducah and giving 
the board of public worka authority 
to antoree the ordinance. 

Sign Regalatloa. 

In regarJ to the regatetlon of 
signs. City Solicitor Oampbell said: 

"Tbe regulation of signs extend- 
ing over the sidewalks. I think. comes 
clearly within the police powers of a 
city, and any ordinance or contract 
waiving euch power, can be abrogat- 
ed at any time by the city. Police 
poveta canaot be granted away. The 
queatlon involved here, however, is 
the right of the board of public 
works to legislate concerning signs. 
The easiest wa.\ oiiL of the predica- 
ment Is for the general council to 
enact an ordinance, embodying the 
rules of the board of public works.if 
the genoral Maa Ot. and tban aHow 
Cm bokrd of public works to enforce 
Ita provisions. The board of public 
works is an executive body. I think 
the board may reRuIale the hours 
for lliuminating electric signs, pro- 
vide for Inspection, etc., but It can 
not itaake laws providing tor the kind 
ot slgna to be used." .

The members of the councilmanlc 
nnaucc committee are Oonncitlnen

C. U. Van Meter. 

The estimated 'budget for this 
year, it is beUered, will be approxr 
Imately $226,000. This Is allowing 
the depariments all they a.sk for, li^ 
eluding $52,000 for tuo board of 
public works and about same amount 
tor the police and fire departments, 
|B,tOO tor parks, IS.OOO tor Judg- 
ments and $44,000 to eovar the float- 
ing indebtedness, real estate, etc. 

The total revenue for last year 
was $242,3GS.32, while the budget 
footed up $223,3S0, showing that 
for the currant expenses ot the city 
government tka lary was amply snt- 
flclent. Bnt the city spent appr<nl- 
mately $17,000 on the electric light- 
ing plant, of wnich all but $3,780 
was paid.

To keep the sut^ 
face of the streets and ground clear 
of such animal and vegetable matter 
as the summer aim decomposes and 
to effectively dispose of it. Is. per- 
haps. Um iifat dotty of a hoaf<a of 
health. In disposing of it. too, re- 
gard to the rl8:hts and health of oth- 
er communities must be had. Thus, 
wc see that the agitation of the 
board of health for an incinerating 
plant Is timely and worthy of consid- 
eration. At preaeat offal, animal and 
vegetahle refuse, are dvnipad into 
the Ohio river. Some of it enters in- 
to the current and pollutes the 
stream. Some of it, we fear, owing 
to hiph wafer, will remain to curse 
Paduc.Th. One by one the states are 
enacting laws prohibiting the turn- 
ing of sewa<(e and the damping of 
garbage into straams, and era long, 
It may h«, th.« United States will pro- 
hibit such misuse of navigable 
Etreams. Some of the cities above us. 
under legislative compulsion have 
ceased throwing their refuse into th<' 
river from which water Is taken to 
drink. long as tha putega re- 
mains garhag* It will h* ^ BMaac* to 
someone, and the only aaf* method 
of disposing of It is to burn it. Then 
it Is transformed Into fertilizer and 
made ii.seful anil harmles.s. An Incin- 
erating plant costs little compared 
to its value and the board of health 
should present such convincing data 
before the gaMral eoaaelt ttoat th* 
body will conoiir la th* plan. 
^ 

There is no, discrediting the pug- 
nadoos quality of the hoard of pub- 
lic works under the preesnt regime, 
and its acquisitive activity, is noth- 
ing less thsn admirable. If matched 
with equal zeal In the performance 
of those functions coming dearly 
witnin the time tried and conceded 
bounds of Its authority. In the mat- 
ter of sign regnlatirn the board has 
run coanter to private righu and 
found its powers hedged atwut by 
legislative supervision, a thing the 
executive department has to get used 
to. The life long contention between 
the board and the general council 
over the right to the marketoiaster, 
wharfmaster and sewer Inspector 
plums is ripening In the circuit court, 
with the irinm tree leaaiBg slightly 
to the council's side of the fence. Af- 
ter awhile n» will know Just exattiy 
what th* board may not do, and that 
is one way of g*ttiac at what It muai 
do.

.Mr. Morrell's resolution points out 
the necessity for making this appro* 
priatlon 1>lll oommensnrate with the 
Importance of the needs of commerce

;io same scale as the appropriation 
IdLs for the niiii.\ and navy . 

This re ilir.on whicn was referred 
to committee, crystallizes the senti- 
ment that Is growing so rapidly in 
Congress and throughout the country 
The re£Olutlon reads: 

"Whereas, the enormous develop-, 
uent In late yeSra of the natural re- 
our.!.- of the I'lilled Stales and 
he ooiisciiiii'nt increase in the pro- 
l.iclioii of urticle<! for home ronsiinip- 
lon and for export has rendered the

"Resolved, That it is the sense and 
esire of this congress that the appro- 
rlatlon bill for rivors an dharbors 
hall be given tbe same conalderatlon 
Qd Shalt be on tho same acale as 
hose for the army 'and navy and oth- 
r larxe annual apjiroprlatlon bills, 
onstant large approqriatiops ^belng
